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1) The entry of the proposed amendment would not simplify the issues for appeal. The term 
"prior to binding to the biopolymer target" constitutes a method of use limitation which is irrelevant to a 
product claim. The time of attachment of the "probes" to the "solid support" has no bearing on the 
composition of the "solid support" perse. 

2) Applicant's arguments filed April 11, 2005 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant's alleged distinction between the terms "probe" and "target" has been considered 
but is unpersuasive. An issue for appeal has clearly been reached. The examiner maintains the position 
that the terms "target" and "probe" are generic terms, both terms being used in the art to define either 
member of a specific binding pair. See paragraphs 4Jand 5) of the final rejection. 

Applicant's discussion of the time of attachment of the probe to the solid surface (Remarks, page 
17, last paragraph: "pre-attached probes"; Remarks, page 18, first and third full paragraphs) relates to a 
a method of use limitation but is irrelevant to the product perse.
